H e entered into 
journalistic work at an early age, and 
during a period of years in the '70s he 
published at Buffalo two papers, the 
Sunday Transcript" 
and the "Anti- 
Monopolist." 
About the same time he 
devoted much 
attention to the study 


of special diseases,' preparatory to the 
practice of medicine. 


Thirteen years ago Dr. O'Neill came 
to California. 
H e was located in San 
Francisco for a time, then moved to 
Oakland and then to his present home 
on 
Ashby avenue, where he has re­ 
sided for about a dozen 
years. H e 
took up the real estate business some 
time ago. 
A l l this time he has been 
contributing 
nfoney 
with 
the 
other 
claimants for a share in the estate for 
the prosecution of claims in the Court 


of Chancery. 
H e is informed now 
that the case is in the last 
legal stage, 
and 
that a distribution 
of Lord 


O'Neill's $80,000,000 is very ukely to 
take place next February.'

MOST MALlCKjUS. 


For several days past the newspapers 


of San Francisco have been making at­ 
tacks tlpon General Nelson A. Miles 
and giving reasons' why he shouldn't be 
made commander of the United States 
army vice General Schofield, who was 
retired yesterday. 
General Miles was 
accused by these papers of disobeying 
orders, and of lying during his cam­ 
paign against 
Geronirao in Arizona 
and New Mexico. 


These lying and 
libelous articles 
were written for a purpose as each one 


of 
them was telegraphed on to the 
Eastern papers after publication here 
with the hope that they would pre­ 
vent General Miles appointment today 
but they fell short of their object and 
General Miles is now the commander 


of the array and unless death inter­ 
venes it will he several years' before he 
is retired. 


All 
of this opposition to General 
Miles has come from officers who grad­ 
uated from West Point, because Gen­ 
eral Miles had won his spurs honorably 


by bravery, without being raised a dude 


by the National Government 
This is 
distasteful to such officers as Graham 
whb is in charge at the Presidio, and 
other West Point officers, who hold 
that a. man who was not educated on 
the Hudson does not know anything 
about military matters. 


Toe 
writer of this article was in 
Arizona at the time General Miles 
succeeded General Crook and was to 
the front on many occasions, especially 
when 
Geronimo 
was captured 
and 
knows that the statements made in the 
San Francisco papers, as told them by 
army officers, are lies made out of 
whole cloth. 
Previous to the arrival, 


of General Miles, General Crook was 
captured by Geronimo and his 
band 
and as they - were out of 
ammunition 
and provisions, they arranged with that 
West Point officer to save his life and 
that of his troopers if he would allow 
them to return to the reservation, and 
see that they were got harmed. Crook 
made this promise and he kept 
his 
word for as soon as they returned to 
San Carlos that reservation WPS guarded 


by 
the miliary, under command 
of 
Captain Pierce, and an outraged 
ter 
ritory could not harm them. 


As soon as Geronirao and his band 
had got rested and had provided them­ 
selves 
with 
the 
best 
of improved 
rifles, field glasses, ammunition, 
pro­ 
visions, etc, at the government's ex­ 
pense, they once more went upon the 
warpath and left a trail of blood be­ 
hind them. 
The people of Arizona 
were desperate and 
they 
demanded 
that General Crook be removed 
and 
that General Miles he placed in com­ 
mand and their request was grwU<?d. 


General Miles at once tooit Hte 
field 
and got rid of General Crook's scouts, 
whose chief duty seemed to be to in­ 
form the hostiles of the movement ot 
troops and cache ammunition for them, 
and got Yuma and Papago 
Indians, 
who were the enemies of the Apaches, 
as scouts, and waged warfare 
upon 
Geronimo at once. 


All 
the troops in Arizona were kept 
on the move and the Mexican Govern­ 
ment was enlisted in the fight. 


General Miles got a permit from the 
Mexican government 
to 
allow 
his 
troops to follow the renegades any­ 
where on Mexican soil, and the Mexi­ 
can 
troops 
were granted the 
same 
rights on American soil. 
It was then 
that Miles put 
that gallant 
Indian 
fighter, Captain Lawton, upon the trail 


of the renegades, with orders to follow 
them to the end, and to give no quar­ 
ter whenever he came across 
them. 
This Captain Lawton did, following 
them all over the southeastern part of 
Arizona and through 
the 
mountain 
fastnesses of Mexico and the Sierra 
Madres, never giving them a chance to 
rest. 


Finally, 
when 
they 
started 
back 
through) Arizona; he headed them off, 
afid when they would have returned to 
'the'Sierra Madres they were confronted 


by 
the 
Mexican troops. • Knowing 
that they could expect nothing from 
the Mexicans but instant death, they 
surrendered to General Miles uncon 
ditionally, and he hurried the 
leaders 


off to Fort Bowie to keep them from 
tbe 
violence of 
the cowboys, who 
wanted their lives. 


He was then ordered to send them 
to Florida, which he did. 
As tar as 
the government telling him to turn the 
Indians over ta the civil authorities, it 
never did so, and it never will do so 
as long as an Apache is pampered and 
cared for by it, no matter how many 
lives be may sacrifice. 


VERY BENEFICIAL.

of something nearly as beneficial to the 
town as macadamizing the streets.

former will certainly give to the 
superficial observer something pleasant 
for the eye to look upon. 


Whether the order for the Superin­ 
tendent of Streets to clean the places 
left unclean will affect the title to any 
lot, in front of which the work may 
have been ordered may be a question 
for the Courts to determine. 


The effect of the order will scare 
many people to keep the sidewalks 
and streets in front of their property in 
a cleanly condition. 
It will also do 
something more. 
When the heavy 
rains pour down the water will not 
have so many obstructions 
in the gut­ 
ters and will thus pass away more 
freely. 
The streets will not be over­ 
flowed so much and the condition will 
not be so muddy. 


All 
of these improvements have been 
accomplished at comparatively no ex­ 
pense and the Trustees should have 
the proper credit accorded to them in 
the premises.

The wheel business interferes 
very much with the stable man and he 
has a grievance that he has to pay a 
license for carrying on his trade and 
the cyclists do not It is a proper 
business to tax and as it is a luxury i( 
will stand a good one. 
As it is a mat­ 
ter of quite a revenue to the town the 
Trustees cannot take action upon it 
any too soon.

Ko T h r e e Estates of the Ra*Jm> 


For ail practical purposes there were 
only two estates in the English parlia­ 
ment, lords • and commons. 
Thus the 
phrase of the three estates, which had a 
meaning in France, became meaning­ 
less in England. For centuries past there 
has been no separate estate of the oler- 
gy; some of their highest members 
have belonged to the estate of the lords 
and the rest to the estate of the com­ 
mons. Hence has arisen a common but 
not unnatural misconception, as old as 
the long parliament, as to the meaning 
of the three estates. 


Hen constantly use those words as if 
they meant the three elements among 
which the legislative power is divided, 
king, lords and commons. But an estate 
means a rank, an order or class of men, 
like the lords, the clergy or the com­ 
mons. The king is not an estate, be­ 
cause there is no class or order of kings, 
the king being one person alone by him­ 
self. The proper phrase is the king and 
the three estates of the realm. 
But in 
England, as I have already Bhown, the 
phrase is meaningless, as we have, in 
truth, two estates only."—E. A. Free­ 
man's "Growth of the English Consti­ 
tution. "

iug an Italian death waiL 
One of the 
women raised her face, and her quaver­ 
ing voice filled the room : 


"Happiness has departed from us for­ 
ever !" 


And the others droned the refrain: 
"Forever!" 
"He will never be absent from our 
thou«l)ts I" 


"Never from our thoughts!" 
And so on, strophe and antistrophe, 
the chief wailer leading and the chorus 
echoing the dismal refrain. 
It was a 
sight and a sound to move even the 
tardy sensibilities of a reporter. 


Such scenes are not uncommon in the 
Italian quarter, though they seldom 
come under the eye of visitors. The pro­ 
fessional mourner is an institution in 
some of the provinces of southern Italy. 
She—the office belongs entirely to the 
softer sex—is analogous to the Irish 
"keener," but with the difference that 
her wail is more musical than weird, 
whereas the "keener" is weird, pierc­ 
ing—almost anything but monies L 


The Italian wallers—they are called 
"prefiche" in their native tongue—are 
doubtless descendants of the profession­ 
al mourners of ancient Roma They are 
most common, and their office is most 
clearly defined in the provinces of Abrnz- 
zo aud Calabria and in Sicily. 
There 
they are regularly retained and reward­ 
ed with a fee. In other provinces a rel­ 
ative of the afflioted family may assume 
the office and lead the chorus, or the 
function may be of a wholly miscellane­ 
ous character, all the mourners joining 
in a song of woa—New York Herald. 


It is rather surprising to be told that 
sunshine is not always a promoter of 
health, and that London fog may be a 
blessing in disguise. In experiments by 
De Renzi guinea pigs inoculated with 
tuberculosis died after 34 to 89 days 
when kept in glass boxes in the sun­ 
shine, but survived only 20 to 41 days 
in opaque wooden boxes. This makes it 
evident that sunshine is a material aid 
in combating consumption. In a later 
investigation by Dr. Masella, however, 
guinea pigs were inoculated with chol­ 
era and typhoid 
bacilli reflectively, 
when it was found that previous expos­ 
ure to sunshine increased the suscepti­ 
bility to both diseases, while exposure 
to sunshine after infection so accelerat­ 
ed the progress of the malady that death 
occurred in 8 to 5 hours instead of 15 to 
24 hours. , That this was not due to in­ 
crease of temperature was proved by 
cooling the boxes in sunshine by a circu­ 
lation of water.—London Letter.
